How do I condense my many memories of Libby Bourland? We had been friends for several years 
before I came to MBA in 2000 to teach, but our friendship went to the next level when we became 
colleagues. We soon decided that working out in the weight room or walking together at the end of 
most school days would give us quality time to talk about — anything! We discussed classroom strate- 
gies, Top of the Hill articles and layout, students, our sons, baseball, our faith, movies, books, mutual 
friends, personal problems, social issues. We even got in better shape in the process! I often told 
Libby that she should send me a bill because I considered her a terrific therapist. She always put a 
positive spin on any negative situation that I threw at her. 


Libby and I spent many hours with a host of TOH editors and production managers in the tiny publi- 
cations office. We ate popcorn and Skittles, laughed at pictures, edited articles, considered ways to 
fill up empty space in a layout, discussed “American Idol” and “24.” My memory bank overflows with 
visions of Libby and her encouragement to our eighth-grade journalism tyros as they searched for the 
right word or phrase. She would bring in witty guys to write clever captions. We would get downright 
silly with our alliterative headlines before finally letting the editor make his final decision. 


My favorite, yet most hectic, time with Libby was spring, 2004. We had exams to grade and the final 
TOH and Buckeye to publish for junior school graduation. However, looming above these important 
tasks was the varsity baseball team’s trip to the state tournament in Memphis. We both had senior 
sons on the team. How we loved sharing that experience together. I cheered for her Cole as he made 
a play at third, and she yelled for my Scott when he threw a strike. It was an idyllic experience to see 
our sons, together with their teammates and coaches, hoist the championship trophy after defeating 
Christian Brothers. Life just doesn’t get any better than that! 


Sharing Libby’s highs and lows as she battled cancer was one of the most meaningful experiences of 
my life. I hate cancer, but I loved holding her hand in those final days. Cancer robbed me of one of my 


dearest friends, but I’ll honor our friendship each fall when I walk in the Susan G. Komen Race for the 
Cure.

‘09. Every penny of tuition has been worth it, even during these tough economic times. After all, MBA do^aiffjust teach our sons, It trans 
forms them. It’s very, very difficult to take young men full of adrenalin, sweat, and testosterone andJyifTthem into gentlemen, scholars, 
and athletes. MBA is the keeper of a special alchemy. 

I also want to thank personally the many parents of the Class of 2009 who hayar^lowed Jamie and other classmates to spend 
so many weekends at your homes, sleeping on your floors, eating your food, andjila^mg videogames. When the tribe would occasionally 
wander by our house, they reminded me of young Indian braves, hunter/gatl 3 si#fs finding their way in the modern wilderness. My wife 
Martha and I have spent countless anxious moments, as you have, waiiifljlor the cell phone call before curfew (and sometimes after cun 
few) to say where they were and what (at least they wanted us to^iiilftthey were doing. And yet soon, too soon, our sons will be on their 
next adventure, scattered among the great colleges and unjyai^ties of America. Our final MBA memory will be of this summer evening 
and how loud your classmates and friends cheer when^fir^ reads your name. 

I want to tell a few stories tonight. If yoy^iimember nothing about my speech, just remember to write down your own family’s stories. Do it tonight. You’ll 
be tired, and proud, and thinking of bed, bu^jilfe a few moments to preserve the memories that led up to this magical evening. If you tell your stories well, it’ll be like 
catching a firefly in a jar, or even a be^.jfr^ber. , 

When Jamie was justjoufor five years old, he wanted to shoot one of his uncles with a water pistol. I remember wanting to discourage him. butmoTcome 
down too hard, so I said soiaitfiing like, “Isn’t it too cold to shoot anyone with water pistols?” Jamie thought for a few seconds and asked, "Dad. 'what If 1 put hot 
water in the gun?” 

Fastjp«#ard to this spring when Jamie was preparing to speak at the Father/Son Dinner at MBA. Jamie was in our kitchen, typing on his laptop, with about 
an hourjg^gtfbefore the speech. He was frustrated, very frustrated. In our kitchen we have a bobble-head Barack'Obama doll that says “Yes We Can!” at the slight- 
esj^iial^on. With every keystroke of Jamie’s laptop, the Obama doll was saying, “Yes We Can! Yes We Can!” Suddenly, Jamie got up, grabbed it and literally ripped 
1 head off, silencing it forever. My youngest son Hayes and I looked at each other wide-eyed, without saying a word. Jamie calmly went back to work and, within the 
hour, gave a confident and courageous talk before a record crowd in the gym. The reason his speech worked so well is that he told stories about himself, about me 
and our whole family, stories that were not easy to hear, but that had the bell-like ring of truth. (And just to set the record straight, torturing our children with repeated 
visits to museums is not a violation of the Geneva Conventions; I’ve checked.^ 

My point Is not my stories but yours. Every family has stories like these, dozens and dozens of them; in fact, families are little more than bundles of stories. 
As obvious and indelible as they may seem tonight, they’ll soon be crowded out with other memories and senior moments. It takes only two generations to blur most 
family events like a photograph faded in the sun. We are all so busy that sit-down family meals are rare, making it harder to refresh our stories. Without this telling 
and retelling, the tales that make us so delightfCilly human disappear. 

Think of your own grandparents; they may already be outside your mental reach. What kind of childhood did they really have; how did they fall in love; what 
did it feel like to go to war? Even if you have a good handle on these stories, do your children? A good story offers a grip. 

■ ■r" Nations, like families, have important stories - ways of understanding our past, our character, what really makes us tick. Senator Lamar Alexander’s defini- 
tion of politics is very simple: "getting the talk right.” The transfer of information - a clear conversation - between generations Is vital. It’s hard to be patriotic if you 
don’t know’^hy yaou love your country. How well do you really know your Uncle Sam? We should appreciate our heritage more; if we take it for granted, we risk 
losing It. Nations that lose their narrative can lose their identity, their will, their strength. 

I am very worried that America is losing her stories. It’s been many generations since our nation was founded, since the Civil War, eleven since World War 
II. Wasn’t it interesting last night to be reminded of the General Frank Andrews story and the naming of Andrews Air Force Bas.e^The Greatest Generation Is leaving 
us too quickly, before we’ve learned all that men like Joe Thompson have to teach us. 

The media are supposed to help us learn and remember our stories. As Thomas Jefferson said, "Given the choice between government without newspa- 
pers, or newspapers without government, I would unhesitatingly choose the latter.” Soon, we may be living Jefferson’s nightmare: a nation without newspapers. They 
are already dumbed-down. The Wall Street Journal and New York Times usec(,to be written at the 11th grade level but are now at the 8th grade level and sinking. 

Isn’t it ironic that, with 500 channels on our TV, we are getting less news than when we had only three channels but great truth-tellers like Walter Cronkite, 

' and Huntley-Brinkley? Today we tune in to Fox and MSNBC, channels that agree with what we already think which, by definition, prevents us from learning much. 
CNN is apparently having ratings problems because it tries to report the news straight. To make matters worse, much of our so-called news is really entertainment. 
One all-news channel boasts that its,anchors look like members of the Swedish bikini team (and, no, I will not tell the MBA boys which one this is). True, there is a 
History Channel but it captures 0.2% of our attention. We may be losing the thread. 

I talk to people every day who are stressed but don’t know why. They are drowning in spin while craving knowledge, like fish in an oxygen-depleted lake. 
How do yye find the truth about what’s happening to our country, or even our own county? I try to read three or four newspapers a day and everything else I can get 
jpy hands on. I invite you to Washington so that you can see what’s going on for yourself; that way, if you want to get mad about something, you at least be specific, 
without yielding to the industry that profits from raising your blood pressure. So many of us are too busy to join civic clubs or write letters, but how can we understand 
current events, much less plan for our future, from internet rumors, talk radio, flaming emails, spam or texting? Can anything worthwhile be said on Twitter, in bursts 
of 140 characters? There have been a lot of format changes since Homer (and I’m not talking about Homer Simpson), but the importance of national narrative has 
never changed. Our stories, our true stories, are America’s soul. 

The extreme partisanship of modern Washington is a sign of breakdown. One C-SPAN watcher noted while watching a so-called congressional debate: 
“Congress is so strange. A man gets up to speak and says nothing. Nobody listens - and then everybody disagrees.” What we have here is a failure to communicate. 

As a member of the Armed Services Committee, I have the privilege of visiting our troops in the Balkans. Ira q— tA fiyhwni.^twn, almn^t pv- 

eryihing in daily life depends on ancient history, events that happened 1 ,400 years agoJikaJh^J'swi^^ the SunnI-Shia split. Sometimes the crystallizing 

moment was only 800 years ago, like the Crusades or the Battleon<Q»)MO7"©r^0?fie^^ not-so-recent past Is determinative, like the 1967 borders. Without 
Knowing this history, living this history, we are clueleiM^enitJr^SrQ^da is Sunni or Shia, or why suicide bombers die dreaming of the Caliphate. Or why the West 
Bank has nothing to do with the finar]i!ill«rtstsl 

SpeaklngofJhMfnarrciaTcrisis, our failure to remember the lessons of the Great Depression may have led to our Great Recession. We may not be doomed 
to repeatjTj^tefyiSufras Mark Twain said, sometimes it does rhyme. 

Mark Twain also said, “When I was fourteen, I thought my father was a fool. When I turned 21 , 1 was proud to see how much he had learned in seven short 
years.” Growing up is hard and sometimes it Is hard on everybody. But we are. In fact, the most fortunate people to have ever walked the earth. Our sons face the 
greatest opportunities and challenges that any generation has ever faced. No empire in history has had the reach of our non-empire; no country has been as vital 
to the health of the planet and the hope of its people. As the poet said, "Bliss was it in that dawn to be alive; but to be young was very heaven.” If I am ever reincar- 
nated, I want to come back as an American teenager, circa 2009, or at least as a proud parent here tonight. 

We’ve all learned so much from the MBA experience. Let’s take these lessons, these lifelong friendships, these years of homework and sports, and make 
ourselves and our nation stronger by keeping our family’s -- and our nation’s -- stories fresh. Let’s go on to college thankful for the big head start that MBA has given 
us, and set new records of excellence. Carpe diem. Seize the day. j

For history: in what manner and to what extent was Alexander the Great 
Iruly great? In debate, what is the best way to provide health care for all? Or during lunch, how many days late can you turn in a 
Cherfiistry homework.assignment and still pass? 

IYou can never go wrong asking questions. Even if asking did result in the gong treatment. 

NUMBER TWO: 

Some parts of high school really stand out to me: for example, finding the holy grail of any MBA math student. Coach Lanier’s 
entirely silent lecture. Or, perhaps, launching a carbide cannon indoors in Chemistry class this year. Or spitting and flicking sun- 
flower seeds in statistics to help demonstrate statistical significance. What stands about events like these is that they were fun. 
iLearning can, and should, be fun. 

NUMBER THREE: 

At MBA, we like to point out that we have a student to teacher ratio of 8:1 , but I think it is more appropriately 1 :1 - we all have 
things that we can learn from our friends, and in that sense we are all teachers and students. We are also teammates - some of 
you have excelled in drama, sports, band, chorus - the list goes on. Throughout my time as a member of our Debate and Sci- 
ence Olympiad teams, I have learned many things from my teammates, such as how to identify Tennessee's trees, or tell the 

limilar compou nds in a chemistry lab. I've also learned important life skills, like how to eat with chopsticks, or 
balance a fork on two toothpicks. Herrraos mpsMmo flrtan tlv. I have learned to be a better friend and a better classmate. We can 
learn things from everyone. 

"Today, I speak to a class whose members will soon leave these grounds and begin to forge their^WrrncWLpaUTS in the world 
of college and beyond. The Class of 2009 is one of diverse passions and goals, yet now and always we will shar51h9JtQrning 
experiences that we enjoyed here. Just as we have left an impact on MBA, MBA has forever left an impression on us.

I was life-flighted to Pensacola, and I remember little 
from the time of the accident until the next d^r-Although I was dreaming of floating peacefully in Heaven, my body was experi- 
encing a hellish scenario. My only recollections of wlkiogup are seeing the blurred visages of the many people who visited me 
and watching an animated Kanye West dance in front of the^tetgpns in a music video. 

It is not the pain of accidents that makes undergoing them worthwlTlte»~4/^ must strive to gain knowledge from problems 
and failures: As Epictetus said, “On the occasion of every accident that befalls yoLfTfenj^ber to turn to yourself and inquire 
what power you have for turning it to use.” Heeding this sentiment throughout my still-con!^»iiRarecovery process, I have 
learned to appreciate the people, both friends and strangers, who expressed their care for me. Sinofriwfe-aregregarious crea- 
tures by nature, I advise all of you to realize what I have come to accept: true individuality does not exist. AhullwvfBeingJMhe 
product of every person, every success, and every misfortune he has encountered. Therefore, success is an impossibilitTvi^tfF' 
out the support of others fostering characteristics concealed within another. In my case, were it not for the help of Will Overton, 
Will’s parents, Wade Longmire, and Will Andrews I would not be standing here today. 

Another invaluable life lesson that this situation has afforded me is to show empathy for others in dire conditions. As 
callous and cynical as high-school boys can be at times, having sincere understanding of other people’s problems allows us the 
unique opportunity of being subjected to life from different perspectives. Just as one cannot comprehend the ocean simply by 
looking at one fish in jt, one cannot understand himself until he broadens his outlook on the world. We Should not confine our- 
selves to certain comfort zones and seek to remain there forever. We should let exploration be the epitome of our lives. There 
is no greater pleasure than discovering and learning to appreciate a new environment. Remember what Alfred, Lord Tennyson 
penned in his “Ulysses” — “[ejvery hour is saved from that eternal silence, something more, / A bringer of new things.” 

Allow me to emphasize one more idea: let us not be afraid of making mistakes. This tried and true concept allows us to trans- 
form many ostensibly negative circumstances, into lessons that win last forever.

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The Science Department 

The science program at Montgomery Bell Academy is designed to provide a tra- 
ditional sequence of college preparatory courses and advanced placement that 
encompass all general areas of science. The sequence begins in the Junior School 
in the seventh grade with Introductory Physical Science, which provides the funda- 
mentals of the scientific method in the areas of basic chemistry and physics. In the 
eighth grade students take Earth Science, which is a high school course in geol- 
ogy, meteorology, and ecology. Freshmen taken biology, followed by chemistry in 
their sophomore year. Juniors have the option of taking high school physics, alge- 
bra-based college physics, or calculus-based college physics, depending on their 
interest and aptitude. Advanced placement courses in chemistry, biology, envior- 
nmental science, independent science research, and physics are offered as elec- 
tives for juniors and seniors. The majority of MBA students graduate having taken 
four years of science during their high school years. 

All science courses focus primarily on concepts, problem solving, and experimen- 
tal investigation. The historical development and evolution of theories are empha- 
sized in some of the offerings to a greater extent than in others, notably in biology, 
physics, and the Advanced Placement courses where this approach is more ap- 
propriate. Conceptual development is closely correlated with laboratory exercises 
and experimentation. Laboratory investigations are generally quantitatively and " 
emphasize logical analysis of the data. Inductive conclusions concerning general 
relationships and laws are strongly tied to mathematical analysis of the data. Ulti- 
mately students are expected to understand how curve fitting relates the theoretical 
equations to the experimental data and how to use a statistical analysis to deter- 
mine the experimental error in repeated measurements of the same quantity. The 
ultimate goal of the science program is to provide students with the knowledge and 
understanding of general scientific theories and methods that will enable them to 
pursue a college course of study and to provide them with the general background 
necessary for the decisions to be made later in life as a concerned and enlightened 
citizen. 
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The Math Department 

The Montgomery Bell Academy Mathematics Department sup 
ports and upholds the philosophy and objectives of the school 
and in so doing, places particular emphasis on the acquisition of 
a strong academic foundation in mathematics. In addition, recog 
nizing the importance of technology in today’s society, the depart 
ment tries to provide each student with a modicum of hands-on 
experience with computers and/or graphing calculators. While 
the emphasis is on academic preparation, the hope is that each 
student will also gain an understanding and appreciation of the 
structure of mathematics and catch at least a glimpse of mathe 
matics as one of the great products of human intellect. The de 
partment, through a traditional sequence of required and elective 
courses, including a strong AP program in calculus, computer 
science, and statistics, attempts to provide each student with a 
background which will, in chronological order: 


- Facilitate his admission to the college or university of his 

choice 

- Promote success in whatever course of study he may choose 

during his college career 

- Enable him to become a successful and contributing member 

of society after his formal academic training ends 

Ideally, during his MBA experience in mathematics, each student 
will encounter a diversity of teaching styles and emphases which 
will not only provide a sound knowledge of the discipline but also 
engender a flexibility and adaptability that will insure success in 
any future endeavor. 
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The English Department 

The English program at Montgomery Bell Academy is designed 


to provide students with a series of college preparatory courses. 
Emphasis in these courses is placed on a knowledge of and 
good use of the disciplines of English language through study of 
grammar, vocabulary, composition, and literature. 


At every grade level from seven through twelve, the student is 
challenged to develop skills and abilities that will prepare him to 
meet college requirements, to understand himself and the society 
in which he lives, and to guide him to be a responsive and re- 
sponsible citizen. 




Within the scope of the courses offered, the faculty emphasizes 
mastering fundamental skills, gaining important insights into life 
through the study of literature, and forming good study skills and 
self-discipline. 
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The Fine Arts Department 

The Visual and Performing Arts Department is composed of four 
separate disciplines: music, speech, theater, and the visual arts. 
While placed under one umbrella, these subjects are taught as 
separate disciplines, providing students with avenues for under- 
standing the history and tradition; the theory and methodology; 
and the practice, performance, and product unique to each. 

While one credit in this area is required for graduation, students 
are encouraged to begin these classes in the early high school 
years to open greater possibilities for further study. As courses 
within the curriculum, a framework is established for students 
to learn to speak the unique language of art, music, and or the- 
ater by learning to apply the vocabulary; critically and creatively 
solving problems placed before them; and learning to compose 
and critique work. The end result is a product, whether crafted 
individually or as a group, that is the measure of the investment 
and interpretation of that original query. Standards and expecta- 
tions are high for these courses, but talent is not required. These 
subjects are taught and can be learned. The depth of MBA stu- 
dent work in each of these disciplines transcends expectations of 
traditional high school work by the academic nature of the school 
and through an intense focus unique to a single gender environ- 
ment. The end result of work in this area is the basis for a lifetime 
of learning, understanding, and confidence in the arts. 















The History Department 

Three history units are required for graduation (United 
States and Modern European History, plus one additional 
elective) and Art History has been moved to the Fine Arts 
Department (though we encourage students to take Art 
History as a fourth history course and students taking a 
sequence of courses in the Fine Arts can allow Art History 
as their third history course). The Ancient and Medieval 
History course has been modified to include a significant 
non-Western portion, and we require all students in the 
eighth grade to take Cultural Geography. The sequencing 
of course offerings has been altered (U. S. History in the 
seventh grade with a focus on Tennessee History, Cul- 
tural Geography in the eighth grade. World Ancient and 
Medieval History at the 9/10 grade level, concluding with 
American History and Modern European History, in that 
order). We now have a Program of Studies, members of 
the Nashville community are called in from time to time in 
order to share with us their expertise (Ridley Wills is always 
happy to share with us his knowledge of Nashville history 
and architecture), more of our fine staff belong to state and 
national professional organizations, we have an extensive 
audio-visual/VCR collection, and faculty and course offer- 
ings are evaluated on a yearly basis. 
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The Foreign 

Language Department 

Montgomery Bell Academy’s Foreign Language Department offers courses in Latin, 
Greek, French, German, and Spanish. The graduation requirement involves at least 
two years of Latin, followed by either a third year of Latin or at least two years of a 
modern language sequence. For students entering at the tenth grade or later, the 
Latin component of the requirement is strongly encouraged but not mandatory, for 
the reason that students at grade ten or later are already expected to be involved in 
a foreign language sequence. 

Students at Montgomery Bell Academy have the opportunity to take five years of 
Latin, a college-paced year of Classical Greek, four years of French, four years 
of German, and four years of Spanish, all culminating in at least one Advanced 
Placement Examination. Occasionally, a fifth-year Independent Study in one of the 
Modern Languages can be arranged. In language competitions, our students con- 
sistently score among the top foreign language students in the nation. 

The Latin program comprises five levels: Latin I and II (required of all students en- 
tering before grade 10), Latin III, AP Latin: Vergil, AP Latin: Lyric. Students entering 
Montgomery Bell Academy at the 10th grade are encouraged to take a three-year 
Latin sequence, unless they have already studied Latin or have already begun the 
study of a modern language; if, however, they prefer to substitute one of the mod- 
ern languages in fulfillment of the language requirement, they may do so, although 
they will normally be expected to continue their foreign language study through the 
twelfth grade. 

The two Advanced Placement courses are offered each year; students enrolled 
in Latin IV or Latin V are combined in the same course and may choose to study 
either Vergil’s Aeneid or the poems of Catullus and Horace, depending on the stu- 
dents’ individual interests. At the discretion of Latin II instructors, students may be 
recommended for one of the Advanced Placement courses instead of Latin III. 

The Greek course is a college-paced introduction to classical Greek (i.e., the 
course covers the same material as two college semesters of Classical Greek). 
Open to juniors, but designed for seniors, this course carries Honors-level designa- 
tion. 


The modern language program comprises four years each of French, German, 
and Spanish, and three years of Chinese. Credit in the first-year course for gradu- 
ation requirements is contingent upon completion of a two-year sequence in the 
modern language, except in the case of seniors enrolled in a first-year course. In 
courses above the beginning level, separation of students in regular- and honors- 
level classes may be done at the discretion of the instructor, provided that prior 
scheduling approval has been obtained and that the work expected of the honors- 
level students is substantially greater than that expected of students in the regular 
class(es). Currently Honors-level classes are available in French II, French III, 
Spanish II, and German III (no regular section). Advanced Placement courses are 
available in French IV (language), German IV (language), and AP Spanish: Lan- 
guage and AP Spanish: Literature.

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MB A Hockey Looks to the Future 


F or many people, the first thing that comes" 
to mind when they think of hockey is 
violence: the sport is often seen as rough 
and brutal, the province of big burly Russians or 
Canadians with more than a few teeth knocked 
out from years of brawling on the ice. And 
yet, the MBA Varsity Hockey players who sat 
down with The Be// for a post-season interview 
couldn’t have been farther from that roughneck 
stereotype. Thoughtful, amiable, and eloquent, 
senior Bailey Brandon, junior David Dalton, and 
sophomore Max Coyle each took some time to 
share their thoughts on the 2008-2009 season, 
the sport of hockey in general, and the future of 
'Big Red Hockey. 

j One of the major differences between hockey 
nd other sports at MBA is that hockey players 
abor under some fairly adverse conditions-their 
)rt is somewhat unknown in the South, and 
^hey only get to practice together as a team, on 
he ice, twice a week. "The work we do has to 


be short and fast,” says David Dalton. "You have 
to maKg everything count.” But despite the fact 
that hoc'Rey.^oesn’t enjoy the popularity with 
the general publican Nashville that a sport like 
football does, the"^MBA hockey players were 
all more than pleased with and grateful for the 
backing of the school community^ “I felt like 
the hockey team was just as supported, by the 
school as any other sport,” says Bailey Brandoc^ 
"During the games, I’d look up and see lots m 
football players in the stands supporting us.” 
David Dalton agrees: "Our fan base Is incredible 
on Friday nights at the Sportsplex, he says. "I 
don’t feel like we're overshadowed at all. 

All of the players agreed that what makes a 
great hockey player is not only toughness, but 
speed, agility, and the ability to see the game on 
the Ice. Hockey players often refer to something 
called “flow” — what David Dalton describes as 
the moment when "you’re out there going fast, 
and all these different muscles are working at the 


same time.. .and everything’s coming together, 
the whole feel of that moment, that’s the flow.” 
Being able to see things-especially the puck- 
-in that moment is essential for a good hockey 
player. According to Max Coyle, "The more you 
play, the more you learn how to know where the 
puck Is. You have to kind of predict where the 
puck’s gonna go.”

In the second semester 
we were sure our previous experience would help us greatly, but 
the market just got too annoying to try to predict so we just held 
out until the end of the game, not caring about our loses. There 
are many important lessons we learned this year in dealing with 
money and I am happy that we get to learn this now when it does 
not really count. Of course in the time when we gained the $55K, 
we wished it was real, but then we got to see it all go away and 
essentially be in debt and realize how risky trying to play the stock 
market Is. Hopefully our economy will be better by next fall so that 
the opportunities will be ripe for success.

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The MBA Debate Team brought wit and tenacity to the 2008-2009 
debate year in both policy debate and extemporaneous speaking, succeed- 
ing amongst a highly competitive field of elite high schools from across the 
country. The team had the notable accomplishment of qualifying at least one 
entry to all 3 national championship tournaments in both the policy and extem- 
poraneous divisions. Valedictorian Rahul Sastry, a senior policy debater, also 
became the third debater in three years to be recognized as one of the top 2 
students in the school (2008 saw Corey Metzman earn Salutatorian honors, 
and 2007’s Valedictorian was policy debater Glenn Kyle Davis). Highlights of 
the year include 1 st place finishes in policy debate at the Lexington Invitational 
in Lexington, Massachusetts (senior Sam Page and junior Hershel Mehta) and 
Samford University Tournament (seniors Rahul Sastry and Fadi Pulous in a 
repeat victory from last year), as well as a 2nd place showing at the Vestavia 
Hills Tournament (juniors Campbell Haynes and Wesley Wilson). In addition, 
junior Aaron Lutkowitz earned top honors in extemporaneous speaking by win- 
ning the Patriot Classic at George Mason University among a field of over one 
hundred nationally competitive entries. He also reached the Semifinals at the 

Extemporaneous Speaking Tournament of Champions at Northwestern Univer- 
sity. 

The extemporaneous speaking team competed all over the country and 
earned some impressive accolades. The team as a whole also nearly swept 
the final round of the Collierville Speech Competition in Memphis, placing 1st 
(Aaron Lutkowitz), 2nd (novice Karthik Sastry), 3rd (Neil Ryan) and 6th (novice 
Tl^mpson Barr). Finally, the team placed two speakers, including novice Will 

Stew(a^ in the top 6 finalists at the Tennessee State Extemporanous Tourna- 
ment. 

In poli^Tdetjat^ novices Kelly Haselton, Zach Chen, Robert Hoover, 
Preston Palm, and Wilfc^Bco^s took on regional and national foes like an elite 
group of veterans. The first s^me^t^saw Kelly and Robert earning awards at 
the Vestavia Hills Tournament, the wfioteJ^^ earning awards at the Samford 
University Tournament, Kelly and Wills reacfTih|Htie.Sweet Sixteen at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia Tournament. In the Junior Varsitydivtgiefl.^homores Max 
Werthan and Jesse Suh notched some impressive wins at theniildni 
Glenbrooks tournament and the JV National Championship in Atlanta. 

In tRe Varsity division, MBA once again contributed to its tradition of de- 
bate excellence in competitions across the nation. At the Wake Forest Tourna- 
ment, three teams earned a 16-6 overall record and all cleared to the elimina- 
tion rounds in the top ten of over one hundred teams. At the St. Marks School 
of Texas, juniors Campbell Haynes and Wesley Wilson tied for 17th among a 
senior-dominated field. While Sam and Hershel were debating their way to vic- 
tory at the Lexington Invitational, Campbell and Wesley earned the ranking of 
..the #1 team after the preliminary rounds, beating not only a Goliath from Bronx 
High School of Science who was the 2nd place finisher at MBA’s own South- 
ern Bell Forum but jjso this year’s national champion. Bishop Guertin High 
School from New Hampshire, who won the National Debate Coaches Associa- 
tion National Championship in Las Vegas, Nevada. In competition throughout 
the year, in such exotic locales as Michigan, Illinois, Texas, Georgia, and Min- 
nesota, all of the Varsity teams consistently ranked at least among the top 20 
^ teams, usually among fields of over one hundred teams and often as laral 
200 teams.
